12 — (UP) — President 


Roosevelt today sent to the senate the nomination of 
Sen. Hugo L. Black, D., Ala. to fill the supreme court 
vacancy created by the retirement of Associate Justice 
WilHs Van Devanter. 


The president's action in designating Black as his 


choice for the supreme court bench came as a surprise, 
although there had been some reports that the liberal 
Alabama leader for the enactment of the -wages and 
hours bill was under consideration for the place.

"It was a bitter cold day, late 


in November, 1880, when we (my- 
self, wife and baby Oscar) came 
from near Commercial Point to 
Ashville to take the train to Cir- 
cleville to appear, wife and myself, 
before the grand Jury, to tell what 
we knew, if anything, about the 
hanging of Tom McDonald," Aaron 
Bethards said yesterday while in 
Ashville. Mr. Bethard is past 80, 
baby Oscar 56, and Mrs. Bethard 
has passed on. McDonald, it will 
be recalled by most of the "Old 
Timers" 
in 
these 
parts, 
was 


dragged from his bed with a sub- 
stantial rope about his neck and 
taken to a tree and hanged. 
A 


county grand jury was called and 
dozens of persons in the Commer- 
cial Point community were called 
before It to testify but "no one 
knew a thing". And we are told 
that one John T. Morris, considered 
a great detective in those days, ap- 
peared on the scene soon after the 
hanging and began to make in- 
quiry from the Commercial Point 
community people about this and 
that .^jid,.,who was who, but John 
had not made so very many in- 
quiries until he received a written 
notice that If he did not want to 
ornament the same tree McDonald 
did, he would better get out, and 
that right away. He got and never 
came back, so who hung Tom Mc- 
Donald yet remains the hidden se- 
cret it was in those old days. 


Mr. Bethard 
thought hanging 


was very rough treatment to hand 
out to anyone, but he knew for 
sure that McDonald was a "holy 
terror" to that neighborhood. Go-

scenes," says Leonard. "I 
know. 


I have watched too many of them. 


"Most stars are emotionally re- 


sponsive, physically normal per- 
sons or they wouldn't be good ac- 
tors. You can't bring two such 
persons together in a love scene 
and not have them 
feel 
some- 


thing. 


"Of course, that doesn't mean 


that they are in love. They may 
dislike or even hate each other 
and yet feel that 'something' which 
breathes life into a strip of cellu- 
loid. 


"A love scene just happens, it's 


over —and forgotten. But for an 
instant it has been 'real'. 


"Most players are embarrassed 


by the normal reactions of a love 
scene. They laugh and kid about 
it, and deny that they 
feel any- 


thing. But that is aimply a 
defense mechanism." 


Through 20 years of directing 


films, Leonard has observed that 
every player has some little man- 
nerism to 
relieve the 
nervous 


strain of a love scene. 


When 
Clark 
Gable 
carefully 


straightens his necktie on a sound 
stage the chances are a hundred 
to one that he is going into an 
ardent love scene. Joan Crawford 
always powders her nose. 
Clau- 


dette Colbert makes a funny little 
face at her director before she lets 
her leading man make love to her. 
Luise Rainer plays soft music on 
her phonograph before 
depicting 


this tender emotion. 


Nelson Eddy and Jeanette Mac- 


Donald show their nervousness be- 
fore love scenes. They 
may 
ap- 


proach the microphone to sing with 
calm and assurance, but nervous 
laughter betrays the adjustment 
they have to go through before 
they can make love for the screen. 


MacMurray's "S'.unt" 


Fred MacMurray shuffles his feet 


in a little dance step just before 
taking the lady into his arms for a 
closeup kiss. William Powell care- 
fully adjusts his coat collar, and 
Robert Young buttons and un- 
buttons the top button of his vest.

"These mannerisms," says Leon- 


ard, "actually help the scenes, as 
they relieve the tension. 


"Make" the Scenes 


"The result is that we get scenes 


that make the picture," he declares. 
"Love scenes must be delicately 
and carefully played. A mistake 
can get a laugh, or look unnatural 
and cease to be convincing or bore 
the audience. Players know they 
must avoid these pitfalls." 


Robert 
Leonard has 
directed 


more than 500 love scenes in pic- 
tures, including "The Great Zieg- 
feld", "Maytime" and "The Fire- 
fly". 
He thinks that the greatest 


love scene in the history of the 
screen was the one between Lillian 
Gish and 
Henry 
B. Wa 1thall in 


"The Birth of a Nation". It was 
simply and naturally 
played, and 


possessed a charm that people re- 
member to this day, according to 
Leonard.

Nazi Economic Theory 
Fails To Halt 
Profits 


BERLIN, Aug. 12 —(UP)—The Third Reich's attitude toward 


capitalistic profits is paradoxical, it seems. 


On the one hand, there is Nazi economic theory which frowns 


upon profit being made the guiding principle of economic life. The 
adage of "common welfare coming before private welfare" is re- 
peated everywhere. It is said that Adolf Hitler once exclaimed in a 
conference with industrial and financial leaders: 
"I don't want to 


hear the word 'profitableness1 ever more!" 


On the other hand, the Reich's economic policy is firmly con- 


trolled by Dr. Hjalmar Schacht who believes in private, capital- 
istic profits and more than once<$>—- 


A fourth small hand, kept in 


motion by a special 
clockwork, 


passes over the three other hands, 
making contact as it goes. 
At 


'•ach. contact & signal is broadcast.

effect of increased production upon 
profits was especially marked in 
Germany, because there was no 
increase in wages to take away 
part of the profits, as is normally 
the case in periods of prosperity. 


Some of the .Nazi leaders de- 


manded wage increases, but

vain. Dr. Robert Levy announced i 
in May, 1936, that wages soon j 
would be increased. 
Hitler, how- j 


ever, sternly declared (at the 1936 | 
party congress in Nuremberg-, and j 
repeatedly since then), that a rise j 
in wages cannot be considered be- 
cause it would jeopardize econo- 
mic stability. 


This discrepancy between the 


development of profits and wages 
is often cited as proof that Nazi 
Germany cannot be called a "so- 
cialist" state. 


Capitalists Seen Protected

PHILANTHROPIST has taken note of 


the country doctor's plight and of the 


medical needs of rural regions. William 
Bingham II has given $300,000 to the Bos- 


_ ton Dispensary to establish a medical cen- 
; ter for rural doctors. At the expense of the 


foundation physicians can take periods of 
advance study in Boston while exchange 
physicians go to their districts to look after 
the health of patients. 


This plan is aimed at two of the handi- 


caps suffered by the country doctor. Usu- 
ally he is too busy to get away to the big 
'.medical centers with their facilities for re- 
search and their development of new meth- 
ods and skills. And even if he were not 
too busy, his financial condition often does 
not permit such an expense. 


The country doctor frequently is a bet- 


ter all-around practitioner than some of 
his city confreres. He has a thorough 
knowledge of his patients' background, 
anxieties and mode of living as well as of 
the particular ailment being treated at any 
jnoment. But he sometimes has to sacri- 
fice progress in his profession to day-by- 
day service. The Bingham gift, planned to 
ease this particular problem in New Eng- 
land, is likely to be copied elsewhere if it 
works well.

The English regard the Ameri- 


can habit of using "ice water" with 
horror. But then the English 
haven't got our climate to deal 
with. We always used to be 
warned when young against drink- 


can get along with approximately 
50 ounces a day, or little mox* than 
six glasses. 


"Temperature of water should 


vary from 45 degrees, to be served 
with dinner; to 56 degrees, to b« 
served while working or engaging 
in golf, tennis or other physical 
activity. Water for schools should 
be furnished at a temperature be- 
tween 50 and 55 degrees, for hen 
tels at a temperature of 50 de- 
grees, and for restaurants and 
cafeterias at a temperature of b*« 
tween 45 and 50 degrees. 


"An adequate supply of drinking 


water should encourage people to 
drink enough water for their own 
health. 
In workrooms, factories 


and offices it should be maintained 
at a constantly correct tempera- 
ture, it should be conveniently lo- 
cated, and it should provide every 
safeguard against contamination 
and dirt." 


For the heavy outdoor worke* 


who sweats profusely, it is found 
a little salt with the water helps 


ing very cold water after becoming 
overheated from heavy work or 
violent 
exercise. This warning 


should be kept in circunation. Wa- 
ter below 45 degrees may cause 
cramps, chills, upset stomach and 
mild shock. 


Water above 55 degrees is nei- 


ther refreshing nor appetizing. 
Within the range of 45 to 55 then 
is the safe one, and neither tap 
water nor ice water come within it. 


Strides which have been made by 


refrigerating companies on instal- 
ling water coolers in factories, 
restaurants, hotels, theaters and 
stores have resulted in the accumu- 
lation of valuable experience. 


Minimum Amount 


"A minimum of six to eight 


glasses of water each day is con- 
sidered an absolute minimum for 
preservation of health. Factory 
workers, athletes and others en- 
gaging in strenuous work will re- 
quire nearly four times as much, or 
almost 200 ounces: omce workers 


to prevent tiredness; even in hot 
weather it is relished. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS 


K. A. Y.: "Please give the name 


of an iodine drug, and directions 
for taking to obtain my yearly 
amount." 


Answer: The amount of iodina 


necessary to insure the requisite 
yearly amount is very smalL 
Therefore it is safer to give 
it alone, rather than mixed with 
other condiments, such as the 
iodized table salts. Sodium iodide 
is the preparation used; it is given 
three grains a day daily for ten 
days, twice a year, spring and fall,

MISSING 


AS BOAT TURNS

MILFORD, Conn., Aug. 12 — 


(UP) — Wallace Thorpe, highway 
department employe, swam five 
miles through high seas today, fell 
exhausted on a yacht club dock 
and mumbled an incoherent story 
In which he said he had tied his 
35-year-old school teacher compari"-~ 
ion to an oyster stake after their 
17-foot sailboat capsized in Long 
Island sound. 


Thorpe's story, 
conflicting' in 


parts and tinged with delirium, 
sent police patrol boats out in a 
search of the pitching sound for 
Mrs. Charlotte M. Lucas of Bridge- 
port, Conn., but they found no 
trace of her. 


Thorpe, of New Haven, and his 


companion put out from the Hou- 
satonic Yacht club last night in the 
face of warnings from sailors that 
the sound was too rough for their 
tiny boat. 


Less than an hour later John A. 


Onkey, Bridgeport druggist, saw 
the craft capsize. Onkey, who had 
been looking at the sea through a 
telescope, said that before going 
to telephone police he saw the man 
and woman clinging to the over- 
turned boat. 


For hours rescue boats searched 


the waters off the mouth of the 
Housatonic aiver and finally gave 
the couple up for dead. 


Six hours after the druggist saw 


the accident, Thorpe struggled to 
the yacht club pier here. His faint 
cries brought aid and he was taken 
to 
Milford 
hospital where he 


gasped out his story.

So terrific was the 
rain 
and

fall was not audible above the 
din of the elements. 


Firemen

moned from other sections of the 
borough and Manhattan started 
the task of recovering the bodies 
under the glare of arc lights and 
the searchlights of fire trucks. 
' 
Patrolman McBreen's body was 


one of the first to be found. In 
his arms were two dead children. 
The bodies of three or four adults 
were nearby. 


All the bodies were crushed. 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia and Po- 


lice Commissioner Lewis K. Val- 
entine reached the scene at dawn. 
The mayor promised an investi- 
gation to determine the cause of 
the collapse. 
. 
Tom Hurley, husband of one of 


the victims, escaped because he 
had gone to the movies. He said 
that three weeks ago the building 
was similarly flooded by waters 
pouring down 
the 
slope 
from 


Henry street which is at one end 
of the alley toward Jersey street 
at the other. 


Debris Blamed 


Someone, he said, tore down a 


shack behind the building and left 
debris which Hurley believed had 
clogged the storm sewer and kept 
the waters from draining away. 


The hundreds of policemen and 


"firemen 
digging 
in 
the debris 


were hindered by sections of floor- 
ing which they had to hack away. 
Fresh recruits kept arriving to 
replace exhausted comrades. One, 
a fireman, was not told that any- 
one was killed. He learned there 
had been when he found the bodies 
of a man and a baby. 


The bodies, as quickly as they 


were found, were carried to a 
filthy shack 
on 
Jersey 
street 


plastered with posters which read: 


"See the Circus." 
One was that of a pretty young 


woman in a plain house dress. 
Her legs were bare. Police had to 
tie her hands across her breast 
with a piece of rope in 'order to 
get the body out. 


The bodies were later taken to 


the Seaview morgue. 


Three of the victims—Mrs. Bud- 


nick, Mary Hurley and Beatrice 
Malicki—were sisters. Mrs. Bud- 
nick and her children were visit- 
ing the Hurleys when the house 
crashed. 


Three persons escaped from the 


wreckage alive. They were Louis 
Peterson, 41; James Mitchell, 72, 
and Mrs. Marie Coral, 26, whose 
husband was killed. They were 
taken to a hospital suffering from 
severe injuries.

300 Hunt Ruins 


More than 300 firemen and po- 


licemen searched the debris. As 
they worked pathetic evidence of 
poverty — battered bathtubs, old 
and rotten mattresses, once dilap- 
idated and now splintered furni- 
ture—came into view. 


Plaster tumbling into the water- 


filled cellar became a sticky mass 
which covered the bodies of the 


diggers, most of whom were strip- 
ped to the waist. Twisted plpea 
pierced the sections of floorings 
and held the mass together. 


When the stmcture fell it broke 


clean from an adjacent dwelling 
which fronts on Jersey street, leav- 
ing four patches of wall covered 
with soiled green and pink wall 
paper. 


The crashing 
building- 
ripped 


the wall away from the structure 
on the other side, a warehouse, 
leaving the rooms exposed. 


Patrolman William McGinn, 36, 


who started to follow McBreen in- 
to the building, was among the 
injured. He had placed a ladder 
from the structure on the left 
across to a window of the en- 
dangered house and was on the 
ladder when the collapse occurred.
